THE ENGLISH NOT PROFANE. 

Little Pad Lanfftiace In London Ontolde 
of Petticoat Lane. 

Little rough or rude language is used 
by the English. They even fight with- 
out swearing and get very drunk and 
noisy without employing strong lan- 
guage. They love to chaff and guy each 
other, and the crowds and the street 
people who drive horses and peddle 
goods and hang about the corners are a 
great deal wittier than most of us give 
them ciedit for being, but they seldom 
resort to bad language 1 never heard 
much of it until 1 went to Petticoat 
lane, and 1 know a woman who has 
lived here two years and been constant- 
ly about tow’n who tells me that in that 
time she has only heard one oath from 
an EJuglishman’s lips. TJie worst word 
1 heard in Petticoat lane was “ bloody. ” 
That, however, is the worst word 1 
could have heard — in English opinion 
it is the foulest word there is. 1 have 
only heard one man use it and he did 
not speak it He was very angry, and 
he spelled it 

I am telling yon this because 1 know 
that at home in America we associate 
it with the English and put it in Eng- 
lishmen’s mouths in our anecdotes, as 
if it were a matter of course that it 
should be used to give a local color to 
an English story. Americans come here 
and make use of the word for the comic 
value that they attach to it, and yet 1 
assure my readers that if they tried to 
think of any really disgusting term they 
bad ever beard and made use of instead 
they could not more startle or shock 
these English ears. 

English sailors have brought the 
word “bloody” to onr shores — sailors 
and prizefighters and stablemen, and 
only such persons cling to it here. 
What we consider a very much fouler 
word has a vastly wider oiroulation, 
but is not considered as bad as 
“bloody.” All this is very strange and 
requires a native to explain it, especial- 
ly as “bloody” is, merely the contrac- 
tion of the oath “by our Lady,” which 
was more or less commonly used in the 
ancient days when this was a Roman 
Catholic country. 

The people who try to swear without 
swearing — who in our country say 
“hully chee” and “by cripes,” all use 
the word “blooming” over hera “1 
can’t very bloomin well make you buy 
this bloomin thing, but I’ll ’ave a 
bloomin try at it, ” is what I heard a 
street fakir say to a crowd the other 
day. There is no barm in that at all, 
and it is much more typically English 
than the word “bloody,” besides being 
decent 

It is fanny what mistakes nations 
make about one another. Over here the 
very smart thing in reporting the speech 
of ns Americans is to make ns all and 
always call ourselves ' * Amnrricana ” It 
may be true of ns. This whole nation 
believes it But I never heard an Amer- 
ican so proDonnee the name of onr oonn- 
try, and yet I’ve got a quick lingnistio 
ear, which is a thing the English utter- 
ly lack. — Julian Ralph in Providence 
Joomal.

COFFEYVILI.E. Kan.. Nov, 17.— Two 
tough Negroes living in the territory 
have been arrested charged with the 
murder of Nathan Sheffield, a wealthy 
stockman, who.se body was found on 
the railroad track south of Colfeyville 
on Monday. One of the prisoners 
confessed, implicating several others 
in the murder. He says that 
Sheffield was murdered in a corn crib 
and the body hauled to the point w’here 
found. An old grudge .seems to have 
l>een the motive. Sheliield was well 
known. E.xeitement over the affair is 
intense and the prisoners have been 
removed to Vinita, I. T. 



Havana, Nov. 17, — The joint session 
of the evacuation commissioners Wed- 
nesday lasted about two hours. It is 
believed that an understanding was 
reached regarding the date of evacua- 
tion. The ultimatum sent to the Span- 
ish commis-sioners a fortnight ago pro- 
vitled that the evacuation should be 
complete by noon on .lanuary 1 next, 
aud it is said that the .'Spaniards have 
agreed to that date and are making an 
eiTort to secure temporary residence 
hert*. after it. as it may not be possible 
to embark all their tn»ops until some 
t i me later.

The Spanish commissioners present- 
ed a long document in answer to the 
American argument which was submit- 
ted list week. By mutual consent the 
memorandum of Wednesday was hand- 
eel to the Americans without being 
read and the meeting adjourned to 
Saturday next. The Spanish commu- 
nication was translated Wednestlay 
evening’ and its contents will be dis- 
eus.sed by the United States commis- 
sioners Thursday' at their usual daily 
session. 

The Spaniard.s, in their communica- 
tion Wednesday, reaffirmed the po.si- 
tion which they have a.ssumed against 
the discussion here of Spain’s Philip- 
pine sovereignty*. They insist that the 
words ’‘shall determine the control, 
disposition and government of the 
Philippines,” in Article 3 of the peace 
protocol, do not warrant any reference 
to Spain’s withdrawal fi’om the Philip- 
pines except on her own term.s, and 
therefore the Spaniards propose arbi- 
ti’ation on the con.struetion to be placed 
on the words “the control, disposition 
and government.” 

Madkio, Nov. 16. — The minister of 
foreign affairs received a communica- 
tion from Paris Wednesday* morning in 
regard to the peace conference. 

Its contents were not made public, 
but it is not thought in government 
circles that Wednesday's meeting of 
the peace commission w.as the last, 
though in any case the government 
will insist upon defending Spain’s 
right to the Philippine.s. 

^VAS^IXGTO^^ Nov, 16. — Up to this 
point the disemssion at Paris having 
touched on principle, there has been 
no attempt to name exact figures in re- 
lation to the amount of money that 
might be paid to Spain by the I’^nited 
States on account of the Philippines. 
Such, for instance, was the statement 
that the United States would reimburse 
.Spain “for the pacific expenditures” 
made on account of the Phil- 
ippines, for no one here at 

the time had an exact knowledge of 
wh.'it the.se expenditures amounted to 
in the aggregate. This has been as- 
certained. however, to the satisfaction 
of the American commissioners, at 
least, and they will name the exact 
amount of money* which the United 
States is willing to pay over to Spain 
on this account. What is propo.sed is 
a cash payment to the Spanish govern- 
ment, for the United States does not 
propose to enter into any* relations 
whatever with any of the holders of 
any of the bonds issued by Spain, not- 
withstanding theeffortsof some of the 
Euroi>ean powers to bring this result 
about. As to the amount which will 
be offered to Spain, the officials here 
are mt;le, but it is believed here to lie 
somewhere between $20,000,000 and 
$40,000,000.

While holding them- 
selves ready for service the.se regi- 
ments will now he recruited to their 
full strength. Nothing is said officially 
as to what the present activity means. 

It is l->eliev».d the president has re- 
ceived disfiuicting news from the 
American Paris peace commission. 
Alarming and startling rumors are e.x- 
tant to the affect that negotiations are 
about to be broken off and that a re- 
new’al of the war against Spain is not 
improbable. 

It is believed in some quarters that 
we are on the verge of a terrific con- 
flict, and that a war with a greater 
IXiwer than Spain is now imminent.

Vest, of Missouri, who is chairman of 
the .senate committee on public health, 
in which he regrets he can not attend 
the convention. Senator Vest does not 
believe that ‘‘any legislati()n can bo 
had doing away with the present com- 
plex and conflicting conditiijns as to 
quarantine.” 

“The state l>oai*ds of health," the 
letter concludes, “are determined to 
retain this jurisdiction as it now exists 
and this is absolutely inconsistent with 
the idea of such a national qiiarantine 
as will secure rapid and efficient oppo- 
sition to yellow fever.’’

— By a wreck 
on the Grand Trunk railway at the 
Diamond Crossing, near Trenton, Ont., 
early Tuesday, 12 persons were killed 
and about twenty more or less in- 
jured, several seriously and one per- 
haps fatally. A freight train of three 
cars was endeavoring to enter a siding 
when the Montreal express, east bound, 
crashed into it at full speed, completely 
wrecking the freight train. The en- 
gine and several cars of the express 
were derailed, burying the fireman and 
engineer and an extra engineer named 
Riley, who was on his way to Belle- 
ville to take charge of an engine. 

Kingston, Ont., Nov, 16. — The Grand 
Trunk railwa 3 ' express from Montreal 
for Toronto, collided with a freight 
train near Muri-a 3 ' Hill at o’clock 
'Fuesda^v morning. 

Eight passengers were killed or fa- 
tally* injured.

Unequal Taxation Driving Cap- 
ital Away. 

Public sentiment among the bnsiness 
men and tax-payers of the city, which 
was at first careless and without inter- 
est in the controversy between the 
Council and the banks, has turned 
strongly towards the banks since the 
facts of the case have been recently 
made public through the press. 

The average man is fair and likes to 
see fair play, and doesn’t believe that 
because a bank is a bank it has no rights 
which are entitled to protection. 

The Paris banks have paid all taxes 
due from them for 1893-4-5 and '6 in ac- 
cordance with a decision of the Ken- 
tucky Conrt of Appeals. The effort of 
the Council to force them to pay more 
for those years cannot be justified upon 
any gronuils of right or equity and it is 
to be hoped the Council will see this and 
make a settlement of the case out of 
Coart as other cities have done. 

It certainly is not good business nor 
for the interest of the city to force any 
more of the banks of Paris to reduce 
their capital stock. Already $450,000.00 
of capital has been withdrawn on ac- 
count of nneqnil taxation of the banks. 
The City cannot afford to force the 
withdrawal of any more bank capital. 
We presume the city intends to go on as 
a municipality, incurring debts and 
raising reyenue to pay them after the 
question of bank taxation has been set- 
tled. A wise administration of the 
affairs of the city would consider the 
fntnre as well as the present and in 
stead of getting a few hundred dollars 
more out of the banks now and forcing 
them to ent capital so as to 
leave bnt little to tax for 
the fntnre would be content with less 
now and more for the fntnre. 

The News is confident that the busi- 
ness men and tax payers of Paris desire 
this matter settled by the Conncil on a 
just and fair basis and as other cities 
have settled, and that it is not their 
wish that Paris alone shonld hold out 
for the last ce t and the last drop of 
blood which nnder any pretext of law 
can be wrong out of our banks.

WATCHING THE CARS. 



A Cuiitinon Sipclit, Vet Oi:e Timt Is Al- 
ways Intprcstinj; to Vouap;

“?.Iy youthful sou,” said a father,

watch the ears!’ We Avere standing 
on a bridge where many trains jiass, 
seeing the cars go under; trains going 
one way and the oihev, engines 
backing dow n and hooking on to trains, 
eai's ainl locomotive all the time in mo- 
tion. Even in its mo.*t ecmmonplaee 
.'ispeet a faseinatiug spectacle, and I 
told tlu' hoy that 1 loved to watch ’em, 
too, :md so we stood there a long time 
and looked at ’em. 

“It made me think of tlie t ime Avhen I 
was young, about T14,00;).«iU(} year.-, ago, 
th.ough I feel young still for all that, 
when I u.sed to wateli the ears myself. 
]..oeomolivos burned Avood in tho.-e 
days, and the tenders wore stacked up 
hI'Vli w ith cordwcod. The engines were 
not half so big as they are now. and 
they had g^reat funnel-shaped smoke- 
stacks. flaring w ide at the top, 'out they 
were fascinating just thesaiue. 

“In the town I lived in then the en- 
gines waiting to couple on to trains to 
take tliem along their stretch, of the 
road from that point on, used to back 
down from the roundhouse and Avait 
in a cut a block or two from the rail- 
road station. This ent Avas Availed up 
on the sides, and the outside tracks of 
the lines laid in the ent came close to 
the wall, the lop of Avhieh was about on 
a level with. the top of the locomotive 
tender.

Some ye.urs ago a test was made by i 
an express company, who had GUO 
horses in constant use, of which 
were indiscriminately selected for 
proper dental treatment, and separate- 
ly weighed. Their oats and maize were , 
reduced two quarts per day each. After 
the first month a great improvement in 
their general condition was apparent, 
continuing during the second and 
third months, when they were again 
weighed, and it was found that an aver- 
age increase of 4S pounds per head was 
the result. The lest lasted during the 
hot months of ,luly. August and Sep- 
tember when flatulent colic was very 
apparent in the stable, yet not one 
single case had occurred among these 
‘Jj liorses! Since this trial and when- 
ever a car load of newly purchased 
young horses arrives, it is considered 
a waste to feed them until their teeth 
are examined and put in proper shape. 

As a preventive for lameness, to 
commence operations on the teeth 
would appear to some very ludicrous, 
yet common sense and practice would 
convince them that this would be the 
proper means of preventing interfer- 
ence, one of the chief causes of lame- 
ness in young horses. 

Young horses fully developed show 
.«:igi)s of fatigue and weakness after a 
journey, and int(‘rfere. Some grab the 
quarter of the fore foot with the toe 
of the hind foot. oi- overreach. 

In such cuses the ordinary practi- 
tioner would treat locally, possibly ad- 
vise ilifTerent shoes, order tonic balls 
or condition powders and a few days’ 
rest (the latter would benefit mostly 
ami give temporary relief). 

Xow, sufiposing there were irregu- 
larities of the teeth, as is usual witli 
all young horses, the first treatment 
should be to juit them in perfect or- 
der. so as to ju-omote mastication and 
good iligestion. to enable proper as- 
similation of the nutritive qualities of 
ilie food, and there insure increased 
strength and eomlition. thus remov ing 
the original cause of the weakness. 

It ma\' seem equally absurd to some 
ol our readers to assert that ojierating 
c ' the teeth will prevent pulling and 
other vices, but that it is not so is 
proved by the following incident: .V

Tlie bed piece of the gate should slide 
upon the rods on each side. Sluirt rods 
are set in the front, upon whieh to 
suspend ciqis for food and water. A 
curtain for the front, to be let down at 
night, and in day time be rolled upas 
in the illustration, adds to the neatness 
of the structure; and ornamental 
lirass-headed t.'icks to secure the duck 
ends, etc., improves the ai>j)ear:inee.

Mud is not necessary to the happiness 
of eilhor ducks or hogs. In fact both 
are hotter if kept wlicre they cannot 
make mud. 

Ducks should be kept out of the door- 
vanl ami they have no place in the barn- 
yard or about the watering troughs of 
any kind. Tliey are so easily shut out 
of any place that it is not a haril mat'- 
ler to k«*ep them from getting into mis- 
chief. Tlu*v cannot crawl tlirou«rh a 
small hole in a fence and if the f«*nee is 
three feel high thev w ill never cet ove* 
it. Ducks will drink monr water than 
other kinds of jjoultry. but they do not 
ne<?d it for any other purjiose. If they 
are given their water in a trough over 
whieii slats ai<* nailed to prevent tliem 
from getting into tlie water they will 
not make any more imul than otlier 
fow ks. M lutther kept for eggs or 
hatclu'd to be sold when ten or twelve 
w'ceks old. they are more jiroti table 
than I'hickens :imi mneli more comfort- 
able to handle, 'is they are domestic in 
tlieir IiabitE, easily tamed and always 
leaily to eat almost anything that is 
given them and inrn it to good use by 
growiii" heavier ail the time.— Farm- 
ers’ A’oice.

In September, 1875, there was a re- 
union of the Army of the Cumberland 
at Utica, N. Y., at which President 
Gr*nt, General Sherman, General 
Hooker, General Slocum and Governor 1 
Seymour were present. 

Long and loud cries arose for “Grant! 
Grant 1“ who, slowly rising from bis , 
chair, expressed his pleasure at being 
with his friends, but his dislike at be- 
ing asked to speak and his diffidence in | 
doing so. I 

“But there are those, ’’ he added dry- 
ly, pointing to Sherman and others, 
“who are not troubled with any sort of 
diffidence.” 

The three generals present made wit- 
ty, telling speeches, and then arose cries 
for“Seymourl Seymour!” 

The governor, who had been the de- 
feated Democratic candidate against 
Grant for the presidency in 1868, came 
forward and said : 

“I think I have some soldierly traits 
myself. At all events, General Grant, 
you must acknowledge that in a little 
contest you and I had a few years ago 
you ran a great deal better and farther 
than I did. ” 

This telling allusion to the presi- 
dential contest brought down the bouse. 
General Grant, convulsed with laugh- 
ter, rose and bowed his acknowledg- 
ments. — Youth’s Companion. 

At Whnt Age lit Man StronKent? 

The muscles, in common with all the 
organs of the body, have their stages of 
development and decline. Our physical 
strength increases up to a certain age 
and then decreases. Tests of the strength 
of several thousands of people have been 
made by means of a dynamometer 
(strength measurer), and the following 
I are given as the average figures for the 
: white race: 

1 The “lifting power” of a youth of 17 
■ years is 280 pounds. In bis twentieth 
year this increases to 820 pounds, and 
in the thirtieth and thirty-first years it 
reaches its height, 356 pounds. At the 
end of the thirty first year the strength 
I begins to decline, very slowly at first. 

By the fortieth year it has decreased 
eight pounds, and this diminution con- 
tinues at a slightly increasing rate until 
1 the fiftieth year is reached, when the 
: figure is 330 pounds. 

After this period the strength fails 
more and more rapidly until the weak- 
ness of old age is reached. It is not jios- 
! sible to give statistics of the decline of 
I strength after the fiftieth year, as it 
I varies to a large extent in different in- 
' I dividnals. — Strand Magazine.
